BIRTHS r r A WEEK EXCEED 
NUMBER OF DEATHS BY 105 — 
AS MORTALITY RATE FALLS 


Pneumonia Heads Fatal Diseases 


With 35 Victims, Consump- 


‘tion Being Next. 


Births last week exceeded the number 
of deaths by 106, the mortality having 
been 212,:as against 237 in the- “previous 
seven days. 

Thirty-five persons died of pneumonia, 
which was responsible for 16 per cent of 
all the deaths. ‘Tuberculosis caused 21 
deaths, kidney diseases 5 and bronchitis 
four. Alcoholism again appeared twice 
in last week’s mortality. Cerebro-spina} 
fever caused one death, diphtheria one 
and typhoid fever four. For the first 
time since last summer scariatina was 
not charged with a death. 

There were four suicides and 11 deaths 
by accident. No homicides were report- 


ed.

Nucleus of What What Is Hoped 
Will Be Great Museum 
Is Formed.

LOOKS TO POSTRRITY 


F, E. A. Curley, Curator, Be- 
lieves Choice Must Be Made 
With Future in View.

Interesting winter exhibitions at the 
Art Museum and the paintings which 
have been acquired by the city are ex- 
pected to draw the art loving public to 
lorest Park in large numbers, now that 
the sheath of ice has melted from Art 
Hill and walking through Forest Park 
anain is comparatively good. 

The purchase of two paintings by the 
beard of control from the City Art Mu- 
seum fund is regarded as of especial 
importance to the public. These paint- 
ings are the first bought by the city 
from its fund and are regarded by many 
as. the beginning of a great municipal! 
art collection. 

By the critics of the local art circles, 
these purchases also are thought to 
merit especial attention because of the 
cemonstration which they make of tne 
trend of policy of the Art - Museum 
hoard. The policy of the board, it has 
been siated, is to utilize as much as 
possible of the city’s appropriation in 
the purchase of art works that become 





the works now acquired, and being ac- 
quired, are the first fruition of this plan 
of action for building up the new city 
institution. 

Fittingly, the first pictures bought are 
examples of American painting, by liv- 
ing artists, who are shaping the trend 
ef American art today. .In this, the 
board may work at once for thé present 
and for the future; and perhaps more 
effectively than in any other way;, for 
wisely selected, such characteristic 
American pictures will grow in value 
as the historical importance of their 
authors becomes evident. London, 
Glasgow, Liverpool and many other 
cities own pictures which, purchased 
while the authors were living, were ob- 
fained for a tithe of their present value, 

In building up an art museum's collec- 
tions, it has been pointed out, the inter- 
ests of the future must be considered 
no less than those of the present. Care 
must be taken not to waste effort in 
acquisitions which posterity will judge 
harshly. Thefe is the prospective value 
as well as present value te be consid- 
ered in every art collection and in the 
city’s new activity, even the present 
value of the public. treasures gathered 
depends in part upon the. probability 
that the verdict of the future will con- 
firm the judgment of the city’s official 
art collectors. : 

To some friends of art, the most im- 
portant result from the city’s entering 
for itself into the field of the art pur- 
chaser and collector, in this manner, 
is the tangible proof that the public art 
museum movement in this city has be- 
come irrevocably a permanent policy of 
the people to be developed and extended 
with the growth of the city. The proof 
of this fact not only dignifies the repu- 
tation of St. Louis abroad, but should 
go far toward cenvincing our own pri- 
vate art collectors and public-spirited 
citizens that the St. Louis Art Museum 
is a good thing to help along—a well- 
appreciated public work—which will re- 
pay the generosity of art lovers as well 
as any museum in the world. 

An Englishman has just left to the 
South Kensington Museum of London 
his collection of art works valued at 
$25,000,000. Edgar Salting was as little 
known to the general public as a great 
patron of art as Mr. Kennedy, who re- 
cetitly left the Metropolitan Museum in 
New York about $2,000,000, or Mr. Rogers, 
who a few years ago left that museum 
about $7,000,000. There is no expectation 
in local art circles that anyone will 
immediately come forward with gifts of 
such magnitude to the St. Louis Mu- 
seum; but the history of the art -muse- 
um in this city is HMke that of progres- 
sive museums almost everywhere in 
demonstrating that the gifts of art-lov- 
ing citizens must be a vital factor. 
British Museum Practically Young. 
The British Museum dates from a be- 
quest made about the middle of the 
eighteenth century. The St. Louis mu- 
seum first became a distinct institution 
under a deed of gift made by Mr. Way- 
man Crow, about thirty years ago, and 
upon the public spirit of this man, oth- 
ers who have given of their weaith, one 
man who has given most of his pro- 
ductive life, Prof. Halsey G. Ives, and 
upon Washington University, the art mu- 
seum in St. Louis until now has been 
dependent. In the future, with main- 
tenance provided by the city, it is hoped 
that donations and bequests will be even 
more generous than in the past. 
In its early period the South Kensing- 
ton collection in London, worth a hun- 
dred millions, according to some au- 
thorities, was. less dignified and im- 
pressive than is the collection installed 
in the Forest Park art galleries today. 
There is a great hope that the St. Louls 
museum also will grow rapidly and will 
shed luster upon this city, as great 
museums elsewhere shed luster upon 
other world centers. The art museum 
movement in St. Louls is based upon 
no niggardly conception of the

There is the prospective value 
as well as present value te be consid- 
ered in every art collection and in the 
city’s new activity, even the present 
value of the public treasures gathered 
depends in part upon the. probability 
that the verdict of the future will con- 
firm the judgment of the city’s official 
art collectors. | 
To some friends of art, the most im- 
portant result from the city’s entering 
for itself into the field of the art pur- 
chaser and collector, in this manner, 
is the tangible proof that the public art 
museum movement in this city: has be- 
come irrevocably a permanent policy of 
the people to be developed and extended 
with the growth of the city.

Committee Report to Suggest 
Railroads Be Given Ten 
Years’ Time. 


COST .ABOUT. $7,924,700 
Wabash Must Vacate Forest 


Park Also, Will Be 
Recommendation. 





The Grade Crossings Commission, com- 
posed of members of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, in its Timal report, 
which will be complete in a few days 
and submitted to the Municipal Assem- 
bly, will recommend the abolition of all 


grade crossings, either by depression or 
elevation and the removal of the Wa- 
bash tracks from Forest Park. 

The engineers of the board have fig- 
ured that the total cost of carrying out 
the recommendations would be $7,924,700, 
which is very much less than it has 
been supposed the cost would be. It 
is probable the commission will recom- 
mend the city pay part of this cost: 
and that the railromds be given 10 years 
‘in which to carry out the work, 

All Crossings Included. 

The abolition recommendations will 
apply to all the principal grade cross- 
ings in the city, all those in Mill Creek 
Valley and crossings elsewhere on the 
Missouri Pacific, the Iron Mountain, the 
Wabash, the Rock 1Sland, the Burling- 
ton and the Terminal Belt Rallway. 

While it is suggested that one way 
of abating the objectionable feature of 
the presence of the Wabash tracks in 
Forest Park woula ve to depress the 
tracks through tne park and as far as 
Page avenue, a preference is expressed 
for the entire removal of the ‘tracks. 
It is suggest@d that this could be done 
by the purchase of property north of 
the park for a right of way, which 
might be either depressed or elevated. 
The cost is estimated at $1,300,000. 


Other Reforms Sdggested. 
Other recommendations are that the 


Missouri Pacific and Frisco tracks from 
King’s highway to tne city limits be 
elevated, and the same tracks from 
Chouteau avenue to King’s highway be 
depressed; that the Oak Hill branch 
be depressed from Tower Grove ave- 
nue to Morganford road and elevated 
from Morganford road to the river 
front at Carondelet; that the tracks be 
depressed at Tower Grove crossing; that 
the Iron Mountain tracks on Poplar 
street be depressed from the Levee to 
Highth street, that the Terminal Rail- 
way tracks be depressed from Calvary 
avenue to. the city limits and that via- 
ducts be built over Mill Creek Valley. 
‘The recommendation in regard to Tow- 
er Grove crossing is in accord with an 
ordinance effective Nov. 6, requiring the 
Missouri! Pacific, Iron Mountain and 
Frisco to depress their tracks 2% feet 
there. Enforcement of the terms of the 
ordinance has been delayed by a tem- 
porary injunction obtained by = the 
American Tobacco Co. It is expected 
that the railroads will propose as a com- 
promise that the city elevate the street 
12 feet and the companies depress the 
tracks 12 feet. 

The commission has been at work sirce 
last August.

to the very dregs the cup of happiness without. tast- 
ing the dregs of bitterness and pain.” 

Not riches, industries, valuable property, flour- 
ishing arts or sciences can, says this writer, ever 
fully meet the desires of a nation deprived of the 
liberty of directing its own destinies.

Nearly ten years ago Countess Sophie Chotek, an 
impoverished diplomat’s gaughter, who had been gov- 
erhess in several noble families, married the Arc” 
duke morganatically, almost clandestinely, at Reich- 
stadt, Bohemia. Two sons have blessed their left- 
handed union, Prince Maximilian-Charles, born Sept. 
20, 1902, and Prince Ernest, born May 27, 1994. 

Since the moment Maximilian’s eyes saw the light, 
not a day has passed but his fond and brainy mother 
has spun some thread of intrigue to rehabilitate him 
and his younger brother and to place them in the 
line of succession to the Austro-Hungarian crown. 

It would seem that she would attain her purpose. 
The Emperor, who recently made the former Count- 
ess Duchess of Hohenberg, with the title of Royal 
Highness, gave another extraordinary proof of his 
favor by inviting her to the court ball on Wednesday, 
giving her precedence after the Archduchess, 


Attempted Snub Is a Failure. 

Duchess Sophie had never been recognized at court; 
the archducal families, the women particularly, are 
furious that the Emperor has shown her such con- 
sideration. The imperial ladies very coldly ignored 
her and one by one those seated nearest her went 
away, leaving Sophie of Hohenberg markedly alone. 
Perceiving this deliberate boycott, the aged Emperor 
arose from his throne, took the hand of Archduchess 
Valerie, his granddaughter, and led her to Sophie 
-of Hohenberg, whom he presented to Archduchess Va- 
lerie and both seated themselves beside her. 
Before Archduke Francis Ferdinand, one of the 
wealthiest men-_in Europe, married the captivating 
Countess Chotek he had taken a solemn vow on the 
gospels that if he became Emperor he would never 
raise his wife to the throne nor place any of the 
sons which she might bear him in line of succession. 
which bound him by this oath, has 
the power to relieve him from the obligation and the 
tactful Duchess enjoys the favor of the church, 

. When ber husband ascends the throne it is far from 
unlikely that the restless Hungarian people will pro- 
Claim the Duchess Sophie their Queen on the ground 
that morganatic marriage does not exist in Magyar 
jurisprudence, and that when Prince Ferdinand mar- 
Tied her he invested her with all his powers, rights 
and prerogatives, But to be Queen of Hungary would 
‘not satisfy her lofty ambition. She yearns to see,her 
son sovereign of the dual kingdom. Her latest, long- 
planned success in that direction precipitated Mer. 
‘Marschall's fall and shows once more her immensely

Astronomers are suspicious that it js. 
And it’s no nice way for a comet toAct 
—to be a parabola. It’s the astronomers 
who are responsible for the term “para- 
bola.”’ People who dare less courteous 
call this new comet, if it is a parbola, a 
tramp. 

Father Martin Brennan, who 
watches the stars for St. Louisans, 
thinks there are good grounds to hold 
the new comet on a charge of “sus- 
pected of being a parabola.’’ 

In the first place, the new comet. but- 
ted into heavenly society without any 
introduction whatsoever. He has a 
beautiful tail to his ceat, but absolutely 
no references. The censors of the zodi- 
acal elite have been closely observing 
him. for several days now with big 
glasses, and if theré is anything in his 
deportment:-that will indicate the proper 
set to which he belongs, Father Bren- 
nan thinks they will certainly discover 
it, 

-The comet is visible to the naked eye 
just above the sun, after sunset. 

Did Not Notify Astronomers. 

It would be a shame to discover that 
a comet with such a sunny face as this 
new one has—the astronomers cal! it 
a. nucleus—and such a beautiful tail is 
nothing but an adventurer. It must be 
admitted thoush that his actions ‘are 
queer: et 

To begin with he left all the astrono- 
mers and other big lights completely if 
the dark about his forthcoming visit 
ahd tipped himself off to an obscure 
person in Africa, And as if that were 
not enough, he next greeted a mere 
Cuban.

But when 
at perihelion, or nearest to the sun, the 
sun draws it with a force that causes 
it to approach a speed of 200 miles a 
second. And it is this increased speed 
that defeats the sun when it has all but 
caught the comet. The velocity of the 
comet's motion becomes greater than 
the attraction of the sun and the comet 
Shoots off into space again.”’ 

No Danger of Comet Duel. 

Father Brennan says there is no 
ger of Halley’s comet and the 
member getting into a row. The new 
comet will have escaped, he says, long 
before Halley’s arrives nearest to the 
earth. The new- comet will get into 
Halley's orbit, but it will be nowhere 
in sight when Halley's rambles around 
there in April... At the longest, Father 
Brennan says, the new comet will not 
continue its visit more than a few days 
or a week more. Halley's comet is just 
now dallying about Mars in the constel- 
lation of the fishes. 

One, thing, according to Father Bren- 
nan, is known for certain about the new 
comet as of other comets. It will 
not affect-the earth one way or another. 
In volume it may be larger than the 
earth and is making more noise with-its 
shine in the solar system, but it has 
no heft. It’s composed of gas and waste 
matter—a good-for-nothing in the uni- 
verse. 

If meteoric showers accompany Hal- 
ley’s comet on its visit to the earth this 
time,”’ says Father Brennan, “‘they wil! 
be visible on May 5. Halley’s comet wil] 
be within the earth's orbit from March 
ll to May 28.” ' 

How Disceoverers Descrihed It, 

A cablegram received at Washington 
University, dated Jan. 17, from R. P. A: 
Irines, director cf the observatory at Jo- 
hannesburg, states that the comet was 
discovered there Jan. 17. The message 
reads that the comet was then 10 de- 
grees south southwest from the sun and 
approaching the‘sun. 

Another cablegram to Washington 
University from Johannesburg gives the 
technical position of the comet as 
“Right ascension, 19h. 50m. and 28s. 
Declination, minus 25 deg. 9m. and 24s.” 
This cablegram was dated Jan. 18. 

From Astronomer R. G. Aitken of the 
Lick Observatory, at Mount Hamilton, 
a message has been received, stating 
that the comet was observed there Jan. 
146. The California message contained 
this description of the comet: “Spec- 
trum of nuclets of ‘comet A’ continu- 
ous, crossed by bright D sodium line 
extending into comet.”

Remind Him. 





The heart of Father Martin SS. 
Brennan, astronomer priest, is being 
torn between two emotions—love of 
the people of St. Lawrence O’Toole’s 
parish, and love of the study of as- 
tronomy. 

As a matter of fact 
forced to make a choice, 
Glennon decided for him. But even 
if it had» been left to Father Bren- 
nan, the priest might have been hard 
put to pick which one he wanted 
most. 

Some time next month Father Bren- 
nan will leave the church of St. 
Lawrence. O'Toole, Fourteenth and 
O'Fallon streets, to become pastor 
of SS. Mary and Josephh’s Catholic 
church in Carondelet. When he 
leaves St. Lawrence O'Toole’s he will 
say gso00d bye to a flock to whom he 
has been confessor and friend for 
eighteen years. 

The one thing that Father Brennan 
fancies above all other things in this 
world, except his work as a priest, is 
the study of astronomy. And when 
he goes to Carondelet he will have his 
opportunity for study. He will have 
less work and better atmosphere. The 
Carondelet atmosphere is much more 
regardful of the needs of a telescope 
than that which hovers over Four- 
teenth and O’Fallon streets 

He Wants to Go, but— 

“Of course I want to go,’’ said Father 
Brennan, in one breath. -And then in 
the next breath he gaid, “It seems just 
like death leaving St. Lawrence 
O’Toole’s. You see, I’ve been here for 
18 years, and I know these people so 
well. They're so kind thd generous 
always, and so considerate of you. 

“When the Archbishop’ made the 
change he thought it would be just what 
I wanted, I know it’s best for me_down 
there. If I said I didn’t want to.go I 
wouldn’t be telling the whole truth. But 
I feel terribly lonesome even now when 
I think of leaving S8t. Lawrence 
O’Toole’s. I’m afraid I’m going to be 
all.broken up when the time comes for 
me to move, and still I like to go to 
SS. Mary and Joseph's.”’ 

Father Brennan wouldn't see any of 
the parishioners that ‘ealled at the rec- 
tory at 1414 O'Fallon street yesterday 
afternoon after the word had spread 
among them that the Archbishop had 
transferred him. 

‘‘] feel too bad when I. talk to ‘any- 
body about it,”’ said Father Brennan as 
the tears gathered in his eyes. ‘“There’ll 
not be any committee ask the Archbish- 
op to reconsider my _ transfer. 
wouldn’t do anything like that when 
they know, I want to go. But it’s an 
awful hard thing to break away from 
the ties that have been holding you for 
18 years." 

Father Brennan is one of the hardest 
working and.learned priests in the arch- 
diocese, but his many amiable and valu- 
able traits have always been eclipsed 
by his renown in the field of astronomy. 

Born in St. Louis, he first attended the 
parochial school of the old Cathedral 
and afterwards graduated from Christian 
Brothers’ College. It was at Christian 
Brothers’ College that he first mani- 
fested a great aptitude and liking for 
astronomy. In q@ short time lhe was far 
iy; advance of his classmates. He is 
modest in reminiscence and says that 
in school he merely: “stood pretty well 
to the front as an astronomer.”’ 

At St. Vincent’s Theological Seminary 
at Cape Girardeau, where he next took 
up his studies, he continued to increase 
at great strides his knowledge of the 
habits of the billion bodies in space. 

On being ordained a priest 40 years 
ago he was made an assistant at the 
Old Cathedral, where he served for 
more than a year. Then he was ap- 
pointed assistant pastor of St. Malacy’s 
Church, in which capacity he served for 
12 years. When he. left to take the 
pastorate of St. Lawrence O'Toole’s

Lawyers for Charles W. Morse, now 


Chicago lawyers of John R. Walsh, 
now in the Leavenworth Prison, be- 
came aroused when the decision was 
rendered and the rumor went forth 
that the decision woulda be used as\a& 
basis for the upsetting of the sen- 
tences against their clients. United 
States officials here, 
at Washington made light of their 
pretension; 

Judge Hough’s decision was based 
almost entirely upon the technical 
ground that John P. Bernsler, an ex- 
pert accountant, appointed to ald the 
District Attorney, was not an officer 
of the Department of Justice and 
hence had no right in the grand jury 
room or to assist in the examination 
of witnesses. 

He drew.attention to the fact that 
while the engagement of TFernsler as 
an expert accountant was proper and 
legal, he was not a lawyer, and hence 
could not have acted as an assistant 
district attorney, hence had no right to 
take part in the proceedings. A letter 
under an act of Congress approved June 
30, 1903, in which the United States At- 
torney-General appointed Fernsler as a 
special assistant to the United States 
District Attorney reads: 

“You are authorized and directed to 
conduct grand jury proceedings in coa- 
nection with the case mentioned above.” 
This was the Heinze case. 

“All the testimony will be resubmit- 
ted to a grand jury,” said Diaries At- 
torney Wise.

IEEL PLANT 10 





BE Tit GREATEST 


Expenditure of $450,000 by 
American Foundries Will 
Complete Enormous Mills. 








Improvements and additions costing 
approximately $400,000 are being made 
to the Granite City plant of the Amer- 
ican Steel Foundries, which will double 
its capacity and, acording to the man- 
agement, make it the largest steel plant 


in the world. The, construction of 
buildings and installation of modern ma- 
chinery will be completed by April 1, 
when 1000 more employes will be needed 
than are now employed. 

Five years ago, what is known as the 
north plant of the Granite City foundry 
was abandoned. This building is now 
being enlarged 200x150 feet, making it 
460x600 feet in dimension. It will be the 
new home of the car wheel department 
and will be fitted with machinery of 
modern make. 

To Use New Machines. 

Up-to-date machinery" for cleaning 
beams and mastings by an air-blast will 
be installed, together with entirely new 
machines for hardening  steel-core 
wheels. Two knealing furnaces will be 
constructed in the open hearth depart- 
ment. 

Two additional furnaces will be con- 
structed ‘in addition to the three fur- 
naces now in use. Hach furnace re- 
quires 500 employes in addition to 250 
laborers about the various furnaces. The 
two new furnaces will add 1000 workmen 
to the payrolls of the company. With 
the modern machinery and additonal 
furnaces, the capacity of the pliant will 
be doubled. 

Company Has Seven Piants. 

The present plant in use is running 
at its full capacity and is behind in 
its orders.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Jan. 22.— 
Defending himself in general of the

He mentioned no names, but made free 
use of the term ‘“‘muckraker,”’ as con- 
nected with politicians and the press. 
The address was delivered before the 
Good Government Club of Williams Col- 
lege. The subject was ‘‘The Executive 
Function under the Constitution,” a sub- 
ject to which Ballinger declared at the 
outset he did not intend to strictly ad- 
here. , 

Ballinger placed himself squarely on 
the proposition that ‘‘when a public of- 
ficer transcends the power with which 
the Constitution and the laws clothe 
him, he becomes a menace to popular 
rights to all the safeguards surround- 
ing them,” and declared that “‘constitu- 
tional and legal restraints are, to some 
people, inconvenient and often obnox- 
jous, especially when they obstruct the 
pathway to selfish ambition.”

Fifty Per Cent Greater Than 
1907, When Past Rec- 
ords Were Broken. 


The question of finding something 
that is" near-meat to substitute for 
meat is very much mixed in every 
part of the city. It is more mixed 
in the West End than anywhere 
else. West Enders are supposed to 
be rolling in-surplus wealth to such 
an extent that nothing is too good 
for them. The best is supposed to 
be the cheapest for them at a price 
calculated to convince them they are 
not being insulted by having anything : 
better than ‘the best offered them. 

This hits them hard when they 
begin trying to economize by eating 
eggs Or something else that is near- 
neat, instead of porterhouse steaks 
at 25 cents agpound. They have been 
secing eggs quoted at from 27 to 36 
cents a dozen, while people in the 
South End, the North End and the 
suburbs were holding indignation 
ineetings or privately resolving to go 
on a near-meat diet. 

It looked easy to join the move- 
ment privately by substituting eggs 
at a little less than three cents each 
for choice cuts. But in the case of 
eggs and nearly everything else, go- 
ing On a near-meat diet calls for 
close attention to details. This may 
be learned by studying the quotations 
at railroad wreck and fire sales of 
bankrupt stocks on Broadway, where 
everything is marked down in large 
and plain figures displayed in the 
windows. In very small letters un- 
der the large and plain figures are 
the words “and up.” 

Near-Meat Diet a Calamity. 

They make calamity of a near-meat 
diet in the West End. “And up” con- 
trols the situation there as it is ex- 
plained after experience at the cor- 
ner grocery when t&®e groceryman has 
a higa opinion of his customers, 
financially end every other way. He 
may express it by 3 cents for a 
®-cent egg and 4 cents for each 
egg in a dozen he selects as choice 
enough for the best citizen. 

Pp to Dec. 1, 1907 held the record for 
high prices on everything used in the 
family. Prices’ in December, 1909, were 
the highest for twenty years except 
the top-notch of 1907. This opened the 
winter of 1909-10 and before the close of 
January in St. Louis, 1910 had broken 
the record altogether. 

Potatoes now are selling at double 
the price they have averagea for a giv- 
en year since the rise in prices besan, 
but with flour they are closer to a tixed 
price than. almost anything else. -‘lour 
itself has gone up wit’: a steady <ver- 
age, but this is much below that of 
meats and other things, usually taken

during five years as reported now, 
shows meat almost cut out by the in- 
creased price. With beef only occasion- 
ally, veal for stews and such foods as 
macaroni, rice, grits, hominy, butter 
beans and “‘Boston beans,” fresh vege- 
tables in summer and canned goods in 
winter, meat expenses were cut to the 
lowest limit. This bill of frre includes 
eggs when eggs are cheap and always 
wheat flour and wheat bread as a sta- 
ple, with Irish potatoes or macaroni, 
ranked next to them. as 
Flour Most Nutritious. 

The report for the family denies that 
it puts much reliance on the tables 
showing that a pound af potatoes is 
exactly equal to a pound of beef in 
“food value’”’ and worth more than a 
pound of pork or mutton. According to 
these same tables, a pound of flour has 
more than twice as much “food value” 
in it as a pound of beef. 

In this case, it is reported that shelled 
almonds and othcr nuts as a substitute 
for meat, do not divide into 33 cents a 
day as the average of cash available for 
each member of the family. This sum 
| of 33 cents a day, with tostly meats al- 
most cut out, leaves a margin after 
feeding the family for its clothing and 
other household expenses, not including 
extras. Extras are taxes, coal, insur- 
ance, car fare, newspapers, repairs and 
everything else except what must be 
bought by the housewife as well as food. 

In this case, it is reported that it is 
useless to talk of beef as a regular daily 
article of diet at this year’s prices or 
at the average prices of the last five 
years. At present prices for butter and 
eggs, they are as much out of the ques- 
tion as ponterhouse steaks. As a substi- 
tute for meats now they mean a deficit 
and debt or else falling back clear to 
the line of wheat bread and Irish pota- 
toes. This report adds that a little but- 
ter goes far with meat gravy. These 
with vegetables and the cheapest meats, 
give a food supply which, as reported 
on the tests in this case, make it possi- 
ble to keep out of debt, with many 
prices doubled and many others in- 
creased one-half since 33 cents a day 


the family for everything except un- 
avoidable extras. 


Average Daily Cost Is Less. 

As this case is reported to the Post- 
Dispatch, it represents ‘‘cheese-paring,”’ 
up to the limit. Though 33 cents a day 
to provide for each member of the fam- 
ily may seem absurdly small to some, it 
may seem to others a great deal. On t.e 
latest reports for the United States the 
average income for all factory workers 
is given at $10.06 a week. 

For seven days in the week, this gives 
only 29 cents a head fora family of five 
and only 36 cents a head for a family of 
four, with everything, including rent and 
extras to be paid out of it. In the 8t. 
Louis test case reported to the Post-Dis- 
patch, the head of the home making the 
report does not see how he could have 
figured rent in it at all. He includes 
taxes“instead of rent, with special and 
all other taxes for 1909, taking about one 
month of his income. 

On the whole range of foods, the in- 
crease, since the steady rise began, !§ 
reported at from a fourth to a third or 
more. This. includes articles almost 
steady in price as well as those which 
have doubled as pork has done. It in- 
cludes the increase in prices paid by the 
retailers who supply the family. When 
they pay more, they add a new per cent 
profit in order to keep in business. In 
the most, prosperous neighborhoods in 
St. Louts it is thought to be “good busi- 
ness” to add also what the custemer 
thinks is the price for the Dest when the 
best is thought the cheapest. 

With all this considered, the average 
increase to the family is figured up to 
one-half. This would mean that in feed- 
ing the family and buying absolute nec- 
essaries, $1.50 goes no further than a 
dollar did. 

“This does not. hold for everything,” 
readers of the Post-Dispatch are told by 
the St. Louis householder who keeps the 
records for comparison with the cost of 
his. own family living. ‘This winter 
silk is lower than it was 10 years ago 
in its quoted prices, but calico goes uP 
15 points in the hundred and cotton 
sheeting 30, while wool more than dou- 
bles. 

You can get as many raisins for 6 
cents wholesale as when everything was 
cheap, but you pay twic. as much for 
your bacon, if you can afford bacon as 
a luxury. It is observed that food prices 
go up last and follow other things up, 
exgept in the case of a few great 
staples, which can be cornered easily, 
because they are always in demand and 
everything is exactly known about 
them from month to month. When

other. 

This advance as reported for “‘wage- 
earners’’ does not take in employes of 
any class who are said to receive sal- 
aries instead of wages.

Board Considers Many Places 
as Aviation Field; River 
Front. Favored. 


———t 

Aero enthusiasts in St. Louls consid- 
er that the success of the Los Angeles 
aviation meet will make the arrange- 
ments for a similar meet here in the 
spring or fall a much easier matter than 
it was several weeks ago. Los Ange- 
les not only held an aeroplane tourna- 
ment in which world’s records were 
broken, but one that was financially suc- 


cessful, 

In order to bring Paulhan, Curtiss, 
Hamilton and others*to the meet it was 
necessary to post $90,000 in prizes. More-. 
over, the other expenses were exceed- 
ingly large. But the gtand stands and 
bleachers were filled every day and the 
gate receipts exceeded the total expen- 
ditures, And this when the crowds were 
force to go 16 miles from Los Ange- 
les to the aviation field. 

The Centennial aviation tournament 
held here in October was financed by 
merchants in the city. It was suggest- 
ed after this meet.-a syndicate finance 
the next tournament.and charge admis- 
sicn to the aviation field. It now seems 
that the formation of such a syndicate 
is not only a possibility but a probabil-. 
ity. 

Site Being Considered. 

Members of the Aero Club of St. Louis 
point to the fact that an average ot 
more’ than 200,000 persons surrounded 
the aviation field in Forest Park every 
day of the meet here last. October. Their 
patience in waiting, even when Curtiss 
was. not flying and showed little dispo- 
sition to fly, has convinced the Aero 
Ciub members that the ‘interest here in 
aeroplanes is extraordinary and that as 
a financial undertaking an aeroplane 
meet would be successful. 

On Jan. representatives of aero 
clubs from the big cities of the country 
will meet in $St. Louis, One of the ob- 
jects of the meeting is to arrange dates 
for different aeroplane and balioon.tour- 
naments. It is important that St. Louis 
be able to offer a good feld in or near 
the city where an aeroplane tourna- 
ment can be held. 

Albert Bond Lambert, vice-president 
of the Aero Club; D. R. Francis, one 
of the governors, and other members 


They have realized the necessity of do- 
ing this before the conferénce of the 
aero clubs is_ held. 

A possible site suggested is that tract 
of land between the river and North 
Broadway, known as the Columbia Bot- 
toms. 

The space, clear with the exception 
of a féw rough places, is about a mile 
square. The fact that ft is on the river 
is one of the advantages, as an aero- 
Plane driver feels safer above water 
than above land, and it has also been 
suggested that long distance flights 
could be made up and down the river 
from this fleld. 

. Aviators to Form Syndicate. 

Another site suggested: is between the 
two lakes at Creve Coeur. This tract is 
about a mile wide and two miles long. 
Its distance from the city is the chief 
objection. Another field suggested is on 
the Olive Street road about three miles 
from the city HNmits. It could be con- 
verted into an oval field a mile Jong 
and half a mile wide. This is larger than 
the Los Angeles avtation field. 

News dispatches from New York state 
that a syndicate is being organized to 
exhibit famous aeroplane drivers. such 
a syndicate would bring to this coun- 
try this spring and summer some of 
the most famous aviators in the world 
and the result would be that a circuit 


would be made of the different cities | 


where aeroplane meets will be held. 

This will, of course, make the expen- 
ses of getting famious foreign drivers 
considerably less. Latham a short time 
ago refused an offer of $20,000 to ap- 
pear at Los Angeles. He said he re- 
used because of the number of en- 
gagements that he had in Europe. the 
aggregate remuneration for which was 
much greater, though no single offer 
was as high as that made by the Los 
Angeles promoters. 

With a series of aeroplane meets 
scheduled in different cities of this 
country from New York to San Francis- 
co it is thought that Latham, Bleriot 
and other foreign aviators will come be- 
cause there is more money for them

Would Hold Back Money,

AUTO TRADE SCOFFS 
CALAMITY PREDICTION 


Newspaper Prophecy of Over- 
production and Slump Next 
Year Not Borne Out 
by Facts. 


A calamity howl published in the auto- 
mobile department ot a morning paper, 
purporting to be an interview with O. 
L. Halsey, has caused considerable un- 
favorable comment in the trade because 
of its misinterpretation of what Mr. 
Halsey said. He was quoted as saying 
in effect that there would be an im- 
mense overproduction of automobiles in 
1910 and that he looked for an awful 
slump in 1911. The inference to be drawn 
was that $4000 cars would be selling at 
the end of next year for about $500 and 
that a premium would be paid to pur- 
chasers to take cheaper cars off the 
hands of the builders. 

An exactly opposite condition exists. 
It is announced that there will be 200,- 
000 cars built in the United States dur- 
ing 1910, but not a single manufacturer 
believes that this is so. It is a case of 
“the wish being father to the thought.”’ 
Manufacturers cannot secure raw ma- 
terials, gears, axles, transmissions and 
other parts enough for more than half, 
or at most 60 per cent, of this number 
of cars and instead of a slump, there 
are many well posted men in the trade 
who believe that the production will be 
cleaned up at the end.of the year. 

St. Louig is cited as an instance of 
the growth of the fever for. motoring. 
One thousand cars were sold in this city 
last year and the prospect is that 1200 
to 1600 will be sold here during 1910. 
Other cities, both larger and smaller, 
have the fever to a hotter degree than 
St. Louis, and this fever is not only 
for the cheap and medium priced cars 
but for the highest classes built. 

The calamity howler has no place in 
the automobile field. It has had a 
greater and quicker growth than any 
other industry of which the world has a 
record, and it is as yet only in its in- 
fancy.

$250,000,000 SPENT 
FOR BICYCLE TIRES 


During the past season it was esti- 
mated that there were between 1,500,000 
and 2,000,000 pairs of bicyele tires made 
by the different manufacturers in the 
United States. Looking back for the 
past 20 years it is a safe prediction to 
say that this number of tires were made 
in each of these years at the very low- 
est estimate... This would make an aver- 
age total of 35,000,000 pair or 70,000,000 
single tires which have been manufac- 
tured during that time. 

Each one of these tires contains one- 
half yard of fabric, and figuring this 
fabric at an average cost of 20 cents 
per yard, brings the cost of the fabric 
alone to $21,000,000. It also can be safely 
asserted that at least seven ounces of 
rubber went into each of these tires, 
and placing the cost of ‘rubber on an 
average of $1.20 per pound, would bring 
the value of the rubber to $36,750,000. In 
addition, every tire contains about 12 
ounces of other ingredients which aver- 
age about 64 cents per pound, making a 
cost of $32,600,000. These two items to- 
gether with the cost of the fabric, $21,- 
000,000, making a grand total of $91,- 
86.000 

Competent authority furnishes the in- 
formation that $150,000,000 would be a 
low estimate of the cost of the other dif- 
ferent parts used in the manufacture of 
bicycles during the lgst 20 years. From 
this it can readily be seen that practi- 
Cally $250,000,000 have been invested in 
furnishing just the equipment for wheels 
during this time.

The first visible stroke of work at the 
First Regiment Armory, Grand and 
Manchester avenues, for the St. Louis 
Automobile Show, will be given early 
Monday morning when a staff of car- 
penters will begin the erection of an 
elevated stand for the orchestra. This 
stand will be built over the main Grand 
avenue entrance, at an elevation of 14 
feet, and Poepping’s orchestra of 4# 
pieces and soloists will be heard from it 
during the big show. An additional 
orchestra will also play in the lower 
floor annex, in which the accessories, 
the trucks and half a dozen automobiles 
will be shown. 

Chairman F. R. Tate of thé Show 
Committee has finally signed all of the 
contracts for space,. the latest one be- 
ing for the Gramm-Logan truck, which 
will be shown in the annex. Other 
trucks that will be shown there will be 
the Studebaker by the Union E. L. and 
P. Oo., the Buffalo by the Delmar Mo- 
tor Car Co., the Reliance and Knox by 
the McDonald Auto Co., and one or two 
others. This is the first show at which 
commercial cars have been shown in 
St. Louis. 

In the accessory department there will 
be a number of interesting exhibits, 
notable among them a taximeter which 
has been invented by Police Officer 
Louis Schiebly of St. Louis, which is 
designed to give dishonest chauffeurs 
the cold chills, as it. stops after the time 
set by a plug dropped into a slot has 
expired and will not permit the car to 
go ahead until another is dropped in. 

The passenger buys a slug and. rides 
until its value is ridden, then he buys 
another. Thus it is also a check on dis- 
honest passengers—a sort of p-a-y-e 
taxicab arrangement. There will also 
be two exhibitions of oxy-acetylene 
welding, and outsidé the building there 
will be samples of two portable garages,

MERELY REPRIMANDED 


La 


That Did Not SuitRoosevelt’s 
Cousin-by-Law, Now the 
Whole Story Is Told. 


——— 








By Wire From the Washington Bua- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. : 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—A pretty gir! 
and a free-for-all-fight ina ballroom at 
the Charleston - Navy Yard in Boston 
have wrought a beautiful scandal in the 
Navy with the result that Paymaster 


George Percival Auld and Past Assistant 
Surgeon A. H. Robnett, U. S. N.,. will 
face courtmartial Jan. 31, charged with 
conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman of assault and of ‘‘maltreat- 
ing an inhabitant.” 

The trial will reveal a scandal at a 

naval hop given Dec. 11, at the home of 
Dr. Howard E. Ames, Medical Director 
of the Navy, in which a civilian, Dr. E. 
S. Cowles, a cousin of Theodore Roose- 
velt’s brotherg@n-law, Admiral Gowles, 
was knocked down and severely injured 
and both Dr. Cowles and Mrs. Cowles 
were insulted. 
‘Secretary Meyer's order followed an 
appeal to him early in January by Mrs. 
Cowles. She came to his office and later 
Senator Henry Cabot Ledge of Massa- 
chusetts, asked the Secretary to investi- 
gate the affair. He did so. 

Prior to this similar charges lay dor- 
mant in the Bureau of Navigation. 
Rear Admiral Swift received these 
charges from Dr. Ames and reprimand- 
ed the offieers. This punishment would 
not satisfy Dr. Ames or Dr. and Mrs. 
Cowles. Dr. Ames forwarded a letter 
to Secretary Meyer which is responsible 
for the courtmartial. 

Admiral Swift spent nearly three 
hours with Secretary Meyer today. 
Tt was rumored in the Department 
that another reprimand and a trans- 
fer of the officers was suggested as 
punishment for the two officers. 
Nothing but a court martial would 
satisfy Dr. Ames and the aggrieved

Admirals Daughter a..Factor. 

The complainants attributed the 
friendship ofa daughter of Admiral 
| Swift, Miss Madeline Swift, for Pay- 
imaster Auld as a reason for the de- 
lay in the court martial. Miss Ma- 
deline Swift was recently in the pub- 
lie eye by reason of the sudden 
breaking off of her engagement to 
Harry Duer Storer of Atlanta, Ga. 

The row is nner by Dr. Cowles 
in this manner: 

“After my wife saa I. had been re- 
ceived and made some engagement 
for the first dance, I was crossing the’ 
ball room floor, when Paymaster Auld 
end Dr. Robnett, arm in arm, marched 
vp to me. Auld asKed Robnett, ‘Is 
this Dr. Cowles?” He said ‘Yes;’ 
then Auld asked me to leave the hall 
and never show up again. 

“T asked him what he. meant and 
demanded an explanation. He said 
we were not wanted around there 
any more. I asked again for‘an ex- 
planation and there was none. I 
asked if Miss Ames knew of and Sanc- 
tioned the act. He said that she did. 

‘My wife and I met Miss Ames near 
the cloak room and repeating the con- 
versation asked if it were so. She said 
that it was not and was astonished. 
Miss Ames said she had nothing to do 
with ie An explanation was asked of 
Auld. He refused to give it. I said: 

“*You are a cowardly cur if you re- 
fuse to make ah explanation after in- 
sulting a man in that manner. 

“He still refused | to say anything and 
left the room. 


Officer Struck Him From. Back. 
“Mrs. Cowles leading, we started to 


leave the dance. Paymaster Auld ran in 
through a door and struck me from the 
back. I did not see him. 

“My head struck the door. We rrap- 
pled und fell to the floor, injuring the 
back of my head. The doorkeeper and 
a civilian ran up, Auld got up and ran 
away without saying anything. 

“IT nearly fainted. We went home and 
returned later, calling on Doctor and 
Miss Ames. They said there was noth- 
ing that should cause such action on 
the part of Auld. 

‘We then called on Rear Admiral 
Swift. He. said he was very glad that 
we came and promised to investigate 
it thoroughly. Paymaster Auld did not 
mention the occurrence until the fol- 
lowing Sunday morning. It was a gross 
insult to me and to Dr. Ames.” 

Mrs. Cowles deciared that Rear Ad- 
miral Swift took the charges to Wash- 
ington: and must have pigeon-holed 
them, for, she says, Secretary Meyer 
know nothing of them when she called 
on him on Jan. 11. 

“Te said he did not khow Auld,”’said 
Mrs. Cowles, “but that Swift was a 
personal friend of his. I saw Senator 
Lodge and he said, ‘It is the most in- 
famous thing I ever heard of,’ and that 
he would telephone Meyer that after- 
noon and see why nothing was done 
about it.’’ 

Dr. Ames investigated the affair Dec. 
3 and sent his report to Rear Admiral 

wift. Rear Admiral Swift came to 
Washington two weeks later. The re- 
port did not reach Secretary Meyer until 
a month afterward. 

“Dr. Ames asked me,” said Dr. Cowles, 
“as did Rear_Admiral Swift, if there 
Was any. way that reparation might be 
made for the insult by Auld. I said that 
I would consent to leave the matter in 
Dr. Ames’, hands, and have it pressed

D him is due no little of the glory that has been 
sereaited to Fremont as “The Pathfinder of the 


ockies,” for it was Carson who acted 
t’s guide and to a great extent made 


as. Fre- 


continent before the coming of steam transporta- 
tion. 

Carson was born in Madison County, Kentucky, 
the day before Christmas, 1809. His parents moved 
to Missouri when he was about 15 and apprenticed 
him to a saddler at Franklin, Howard County. 
But Carson ran away after a year and in 1826 en- 
tered upon the career which mado him probably 
the most daring and picturesque plainsman of his 
day. 

As a preliminary to his life as a trapper, scout 
and Indian fighter, Kit Carson attached himself 
in the humble capacity of a mule driver to the car- 
avan of Col. Ceran St. Vrain, one of the big men 
in the employ of the American Fur Co, He had 
not been with the caravan a month before he gave 
an exhibition of that nerve and coolness that 
marked his whole life. 

One of the teamsters accidentally shot hi 
in the arm, crushing the bone. In a few Sess pene 
grene set in and it was evident that unless the 
arm was amputated the man could not live. Not 
one of the men in the caravan would volunteer 


to attempt the operation. Young Carson, realis-

ing the necessity of ,;rompt action, declared that 
he would take the chance. 

All the tools he could find were a razor, a saw 
and the king bolt of a wagon. He cut the flesh 
with the razor, sawed through the bone and 
seared the horrible wound with the king bolt 
heated to @ white glow. The operation was a 
complete success and the man lived to accompany 
Carson on many an expedition of later years. 


It was while employed by Col. St. Vrain that 
Carson shot his first Indian. .The caravan wags 
cam at Pawnee Rock, in the Walnut Valley, 
one of the most dangerous spots on the old Santa 
Fe trail. Every precaution was taken to prevent 
a surprise by the savages. The wagons were 
formed into a corral, the animals being hobbled in 
the grassy inclosure. The guards were doubled, 
and every man-jack slépt with his rifle within 
easy reach of his hand. 

At dark the sentinels were posted, and to 

Kit fell the important post immediately ' 
t of Pawnee Rock, about two hundred yards 
from corral. About midnight the camp was 
awakened by 4 rifle shot and the warning cries of 
the guards as they sought the protection of the 
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inclosure. Kit w*’ the last to reach the corral. 

“What is it—Indians?” asked Col. St. Vrain. 

“Yes.” answered Kit; and then he added, proud- 
ly: “I killed one of the red devils! I saw him 
fall.” 

But there was no further hostile demonstration 
that night. The trappers rolled themselves in 
their blankets and the sentinels returned to their 
posts. At daybreak Kit looked around for his In- 
dian. Instead of a painted Pawnee, Kit discovered 
his own riding mule, shot through the head. 

Of course, the boy was unmercifully guyed by 
his companions, but the following morning at day- 
break the caravan was attacked by Pawnees, and 
the young muleteer was so cool under fire that 
he won the admiration of the older plainsmen. 
The Indians kept the little band i:ghting for three 
whole days, the mules for 48 hours being shut in 
the corral without food or water. At midnight of 
the second day Col. St. Vrain ordered the men to 
hitch: up and attempt to drive on to the crossing 
known as Pawnee Fork, 13 miles from the Rock, 
and which is now within the corporate limits of 
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the town of Larned, Kan.. They succeeded in 
making their way to the river, fighting every foot 
of the way. 

Before making the crossing it was necessary to 
charge the redskins. Col. St. Vrain and young 
Kit Carson led the charge. It was a desperate at- 
tack. Six of the trappers were killed, but the In- 
dians were routed and the expedition was allowed 
to go on its way without further molestation on 
the part of the Pawnees. 

That charge at Pawnee Rock made Kit Carson’s 
reputation on the frontier, and thereafter he had 
no difficulty in getting employment as trapper, 
hunter or scout. In 1829 he was engaged by the

has had the same opera company sing to 
them for $3 .a seat. Is this discrimination against 
St. Louis? If it is, why should St. Louis be dis- 
criminated against? 

The Post-Dispatch asked to know, and the re- 
sult was the obtaining of an insight into the pro- 
digious expenses of bringing a big opera company 
to the Mississippi River, and the almost certain 
prospective loss arising from small opera houses 
and reluctant patronage. 

Grand opera has always been one of the most 
expensives divertisements of the people in the 
United States. In European ana South American 
cities grand opera is as much the poor man’s 
pleasure as it is the rich man’s luxury. This is 
because it is fostered by the state. In this coun- 
try it has ever been the plaything of the very 
rich and the expensive luxury of sincere lovers of 
music of moderate means. 

Until this season New York was the home of 
the lyric drama in this country. St. Louis sel- 
dom got a taste of it, and then only at the fag 
end of the season, when an opera company, large- 
ly depleted of ‘its most famous song birds who had 
flown away to Europe or South America to fulfill 
more important engagements, arrived bringing 
the typical “road production” and a spectacular

BREAKING AWAY FROM NEW YORK. 


But Boston broke away from the operatic dom- 
inance of New York, erected its own opera house 
at ap expense of $1,500,000, and with a subscrip- 
tion list amounting to $500,000 installed a com- 
pany of the first magnitude. : 

Grand opera is not sold in Boston at $3 a seat 
merely because of local favoritism. Nor is St. 
Louis compelled to pay $5 for the same musical 
service merely because she is in the West. There 
are reasons why Boston and Chicago get some- 
what the best of it in prices while the operas are 
presented in all three places in identically the 
game manner by the same lyric stars. 

If St. Louis wants $3 opera she will have to fol- 
low in the footsteps of Boston. ‘Let some soul-in- 
epired citizen of St. Louis emulate Eben D. Jor- 
dan, the pager peo ee = put $1,500,000 
A into an opera house, an en let 56 society and 
ANN POR TATIONopera loving families in St. Louis imitate the 

| same classes in Boston and subscribe for 56 
boxes for three years at $6000 a box, and follow 
that with subscriptions for 1400 lower floor and 
balcony seats, not for a performance or a week, 
but for 15 weeks of 60 performances, making a 
total subscription of $588,000—then St. Louis can 
have grand opera for $3 for the best seats. 

There is bot an operatic manager who would 
dare bring to St. Louis from New York, Boston, 
London or Milan, Italy, $5 opera and sell seats 
at $3, because St. Louis would never credit the 
fact that it was getting the real article—and be- 
cause it would bankrupt the operatic manager. 

When the Boston opera company is at home it 
pays a nominal rental for the use of the most 
magnificent opera house in the country. Wher 
it is on the road, and in St. Louis, it pays $100° 
day for the use of the theater. In Chicago | 
company sings in the Auditorium, which has tv 
rows ef stalls, or boxes around the galleries, which 
have a seating capacity alone equal to the whole 
seating capacity of the Olympic Theater in St. 
Louis. The total seating capacity of the Chicago 
Auditorium is 4939, while that of the Olympic 
Theater in St. Louis is 2509. This is another 
reason why Chicago pays $3 a seat and St. Louls 

$5 for the same songsters in the same 
opera. : 

When the Boston opera company comes to St. 
Louis it’ pays $6000 a week for theater rental,

Manager Henry Rus-el] of the Boston opera 
company goes on a five weeks’ tour as far West as

expenses amount to $5000 a week, making so far 
an additional expense per week of $11,000 for giv- 
ing St. Louis opera. . 
Advertising in Boston, where the press is friend- 
ly and even the poster printers are subscribers 
to the opera season, is little more than nominal. 
“On the road” the advertising amounts to about 
a week, and in Chicago about $4000 a weer. 
While Manager Russell is en tour with his opera 
company he carries everything and everybody that 
went to make opera the big thing it was in Bos- 
ton, Me has witu him, therefore, a staff of skilled 
e hands, costumers, wWigmakers, dressers, 
maids and other attendants; an immense execu- 
tive staff consisting of secretaries, assistant man- 
agers, transportation agents and lieutenants for 
whom alone 13 suites ~f rooms have been engaged 
at one of the best hotels. This ‘s to say nothing

trim sails and prepare for operatic squalls not of 
their own raising on’ their Western journeys, the 
directors of the Boston opera company deter- 
mined that Manager Russell should go forth 
equipped to give opera in the same manner in 
which it is given in Boston. A cheap secondary 
production with rough and ready costumes was 
not to be thought of. While most companies save 
their expensive investiture until they return 
to the Bast, Mr. Russell not only brought the 
whole of the tremendous operatic wardrobe of 
the home house, but added new costumes. Even 
the daring Oscar Hammerstein trims a bit when 
he takes his opera company en tour., When he 
went to Pittsburg Christmas week he left his or- 
chestra behind, hiring local musicians and saving 
railroad fare and hotel bills, Manager Russell 
takes his complete Boston orchestra on the road 
with him, and his hc*el bills for his whole staff 
of singers, musicians, mechanics and executives 
amounts to $2000 a week, which does not take 
into consideration the incidental expenses of 
doctors, carriages, maids for the prima donnas, 


etc. 
While the company is en tour it has another ex- 
which it has not in Boston, which is $500

The transportation problem of such an organi- 
zation is a great and difficult one, which: compels 
the employment of expert men to look after rail- 
road movements and the transferring of scenery 
and properties, as well as high-priced advance 
agents.and other employes.

WEEKLY PAYROLL IS ENORMOUS, 


The payroll of such an organization ‘as the 
Boston opera company is a thing to stagger the 
ordifiary. business man. Opera singers are the 
most expensive employes in the world, and musi- 
cians who are competent to play in an operatic 
orchestra are not cheap. An orchestra of 70 mu- 
sicians at $50 a week costs $3500 a week; a chorus 
of 125 voices at $18 to $22.50 a week; a ballet 
of 42 graceful dancers costs $1050; and a crew 
expert painters, stage carpenters, electricians 


' stage men, 40, count ’em, 40, at $40 a week, is . 


$1600; the salaries of a general manager and his 
numerous staff could be modestly placed at $1000 
a week, and the complete weekly payroll of the 
company, leaving out entirely the golden coins 
that are paid to the artists for their golden notes, 
amounts to $9320. - 

The operatic songbirds with throats of gold 
have nothing whatever to do with such a vulgar 
thing as a payroll. although they are as keen 
for the dollars they earn as their more humble 
confreres in the organization. They are paid 
various and widely divergent sums, according to 
their ability, how badly the impresario needs 
them, or, perhaps, how much some other 
operatic manager wants them, They are paid by 
the performance and are guaranteed a certain 
number of performances a season. A forfeiture or 
bonus is deposited in a bank in Paris or London 
or Milan, which ties up thousands of dollars 
belonging to the company, to insure the singer 
that he or she will get the money before sailing 
for home. Hammerstein is said to have a quarter 
of a million dollars deposited to insure his sing- 
ers against loss, while the Metropolitan has prob- 
ably $350,000 thus idle abroad. , 

Great operatic stars receive almost unbelievable 
sums for singing one evening. Caruso and Jean 
de Reszke are able to command $2000 a night, 
and Manager Russell of the Woston com- 
pany offered De Reszke $3000 to sing a limited 
number of performances with his company. An 
average of at least $1500 a performance is paid 
to the three or four leading members of every cast 
presented by the Boston opera company, and 
sometimes it amounts to $3000. For eight per- 
formances of a week the amount paid to the 
principals amounts to $12,000. The minor prin- 
cipals will draw at least $4000 a week. — |

LONGS FOR WORLD PEACE. 

“Oh! I simply long for peace! Pray and long 
for it! Can you understand why people butcher 
and kill one another instead of talking over their 
differences?

I always say that 
when you kill a man, it is not only his body which 
is destroyed, but his brain. You cannot get people 
to understand this. When they do we shall have 
no.more wars., For every man killed in war you 
make the world poorer.by so much power which 
had he lived could and probably would have been 
used for the benefit of humanity. I never can 
understand the meaning of frontiers. There should 
be none where cultivated minds and arts and let- 
ters are concerned, I did hope that with the com- 
ing of aeroplanes we should see an end to fron- 
tiers. And then, the other day’’—here the Queen 
made a little gesture of horror—‘“the other day 
I read somewhere that people re making new 
laws in order to fix frontiers for the aeroplanes. 
It was a terrible disappointment It is dreadful! 
I must write a poem to the birds. They at least 
own the air. There can be no laws made against 
them, the beautiful creatures!’’ 

“Oh! the birds here in Sinaia are so beautiful. 
What a pity it is that you see us under such un- 
favorable circumstances! It is ' ke fairyland in 
summer. We have so many, many flowers. The 
world is so beautiful, and yet prople mar it with 
their quarrels. Think of the tnousands of poor 
men who were killed .n that terrible war in Man- 
churia; what a terrible time it was! And think 
of the thousands whom the horrors drove mad! 
And what is the result? Nobody has derived the 
least good from it, just as nobody ever had any 
good from a war since the world began. The 
Japanese are worse off tuan they were before, and 
so are the Russians. ‘ 

“Poor Russia! And she is such a wonderful 
country. But they will have trouble with her 
before she can develop. I told them, 40 years ago, 
when I was visiting St. Petersburg, that they were 
a big lump which must fall to pieces before it can 
come together and evolve in the proper way. They 
must follow the laws of all nations. In Germany, 
France and England it has always been the way. 
All these people have fallen to pieces. I told 
the Roumanians many years ago that they must, 
and they have. They have all become poor by ex- 
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motherhood is a religion,” she repeated with em. 
phasis.. “The Roumanian woman is prepared to 
shut herself up for 25 years, gO nowhere and 
deny herself as much as a single new gown, in 
order that her children may .be well educated, wel] 
trained and well fed. Now, I think this means a 
great deal in a nation.

AMERICANS “TOO RICH, TOO FAT!” 

“T cannot judge a country before I have seen 
it-and lived in it, but it seems to me that there is 
somethifig wrong with American women. I hear 
that they avoid motherhood—that they . dis- 
like to have children. This means that they 
have grown selfish, I am sure that their 
fundamental qualities are good, but they have 
been spoilt,” The Queen paused for a moment, 
and then went on, emphasizing her words with a 
downward movement of both bands. Her voice 
and manner of speaking have the vivacity of a 
woman of 20. In listening to her one feels that 
all humanity interests her and, what is more, ap- 
peals to her affections. “I don’t know America, 
as I said just now, but it seems, to me that she 
is on the verge of a crisis—yes, of\a great crisis.” 

“And what form will that crisis take?” I asked. 

She smiled and slightly shook her head. “I 
cannot say. But it will come. The A aricans 
have gtown too prosperous, too rich, too fat!

They areé 
spoilt,” But then,” the Queen went on softly, “if 
is so easy to be spoilt when you are prosperous 
So it has happened with America... She cannot gu 
on as she is now. In a few yrars she will have 
scme great trouble, some struggle from which she 
will emerge greater than before. 

“Tl am very fond of American literature and of 
English literature. I may say that I learned En- 
glish almost before German. I had an excellent 
teacher, who taught me English history and liter- 
ature, and also Latin, too. Latin was a great help 
to me in learning Roumanian. Yes, I read a 
great deal of English, especially novels. All Ger- 
man novels are dull and heavy. I'think when I 
read the descriptions of lifeinthem. ‘Dear me, how 
very dull it must be!’ You have the feeling that 
the people in them must be terribly bored.” (Her 
Majesty is herself a German Princess of the 
ancient family of Wied.) “French novels disgust 
me, though many of them are written in most 
beautiful language. So I read nothing but Amer- 
ican and English novels. Here somehow one gets 
the atmosphere. You drink their tea and sit in 
their rooms and sit on their c)airs.’’

“for all the little questions of good form, de- 
nortment, etiquette, or whatever you want tO Call 
them, come ee to the fundamental of uneselfish- 
nese and tact... ‘Etiquette, after all, was invented 
to save the feelings of others. And if you have 
this in mind your own instincts will tell you what 
is right and what is wrong 

“l have no use for the lackadaisical young per- 
son who looks upon society as a bore, and who, 
like poor Mrs. Dombey, refuses. to make an effort. 
Leaving men entirely out of the question, the go- 
cial game is an important one for women, no 
matter what her sphere in life may be or what 
life will demand of her. I am positive that the 
woman with social tact, if she were set down 
among cannibals, would manage to keep on good 
terms with them without being eaten. For the 
woman who marries, particularly the woman 
whose husband is an ambitious man, social tact 
and the knowledge of the social game iis a necessity 
and almost a business asset in his career. For the 
rich woman, the game has its value and its own. 
reward. But in whatever station in life it has 
pleased God to place a woman, the social instinct 
is valuable to her. 

“There are, of course, spineless people who do 
not want to improve, who do not want to rise and 
are quite content with the manners they had yes- 
terday, af well as with the thoughts and habits 
Which they have already contracted. This rumi- 
nating style of character is not so frequent among 
our American citiens, who, thank fortune! are 
anxious to improve, and for whom nothing, either 
social greetings or mental achievement, is too 


good, 

“One of the fundamental pripeiples of etiquette 
or courtesy is promptmess in replying to any ad- 
vances made on the part of another person. 
Prompt answers to invitations again comes under 
the heading of thought for others, sitice delay in 
this respect causes the hostess inconvenience, to 
say the least. The men in New York City are 
getting so lax in this matter that women, assum- 
ing the voices of their secretaries, have found it 
necessary to call delinquent bachelors up on the 
oe at the eleventh hour to find out whether 
they were coming to a formal dinner or not. 

“Cards .of condolence should also be sent 
promptly, and a eard or flowers sent to the be- 
reaved friends has come to be considered better 
than a call or a long letter of condolence. 

“Tact atid feeling for others must again be 
the cuide in What is always a trying situation. 

“In large cities people are beginning: to get ex- 
ceedingly lax in making calle, but it is absolutely 
imperative that the calls be made within a fort- 
night after & ball, a dinner or a box party, while 
an invitation to a reception, afternoon tea or a 
sipaller occasion require no further call if the 
function has been attended in person.” 

The woman, aS well as the man, who expects 
any kind of a social career has to pay some atten- 
tion to her or his personal appearance and devote 
some thought to the subject of dress. In England 
even a man of very moderate circumstances har 
his dinner coat and bis evening clothes, and the 
acquisition of these and his top hat mark his 
first step on the social ladder.
